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Family Seeks

Over 500 Attend Vigil In 
Memory Of Chris McCallum

In another showing of 
support for the family of a 
former Quincy man who 
was fatally injured in an al- 
tercation outside an Ameri- 
can Legion post in Squan- 
tum last month, more than 
500 people came together 
for a solemn vigil last Fri- 
day night in memory of the 
beloved husband, son, fa- 
ther and friend to many. 

As the supporters hud- 
dled together holding tiny 
candles behind the Squan- 
tum Elementary School, 
Christopher McCallum was 
remembered as a kind and 


humble man who would do 
anything for anyone. His 
widow, Kathy, appealed to 
anyone with information 
about the circumstances that 
led to Chris’s death to step 
forward and speak to inves- 
tigators so that justice in 
her husband’s death can be 
served. 

“Chris was assaulted Jan. 
27th at the Nickerson Post 
here in Squantum as he tried 
to break up a fight and he 
suffered a fatal head injury,” 
Kathy said with several fam- 
Hy members at her side on 
the stage outside the school.

Holding signs and ban- 
ners that read “Happy Re- 
tirement” and “Thank You 
for Everything,” Merry- 
mount Elementary School 
students lined the hallways 
as principal Ann Pegg took 
her last walk through the 
school last Friday afternoon. 

Pegg called it a career 
last week, capping a SO0- 
year tenure with the Quincy 

school system — the last 14- 
1/2 years as Merrymount 
School’s principal. ° 

“It’s been a great career,” 
she said. “I can’t think of 
any other career I would 
have wanted to do.” 

As students were dis- 
missed and headed out the 
school to begin their winter 
vacation, dozens of parents 
stood outside in the rain, 
several holding signs of 
well wishes as Pegg stood 
on the top steps and waved 
to them. 

Students joined their par- 
ents lining up outside to say 
their goodbyes, one-by-one. 
Some posed with her for 
a picture. Many presented 

her with cards and flowers. 
There were hugs and some 


tears. 


“This is a sad day for the

Pegg began her Quincy 
school career as a special 
education teacher in 1969 
and then later became a 
classroom teacher.

“I taught fifth grade math 
and science for nine years 
and was the assistant prin- 
cipal at the same time,” she 
said.

“I left the classroom,” 
said Pegg, adding, “I missed 
the classroom every day to 
be honest.” 

She said her passion is 
science and math.

School officials will be 
conducting a survey on what 
changes should be made to 
the district’s homework pol- 
icy guidelines. 

Committee Vice Chair- 
woman Emily Lebo told

She noted the homework 
policy hasn’t been updated 
in a long time. The only re- 
cent change, she said, was 
a few years ago to address 
vacation time. 

“Our policy is fairly old 
and the guidelines are very 
old,” she said. “They don’t 
really meet the current stan- 
dards of instructional prac- 
tices and technology.” 

Lebo said parents will 
be kept informed as to when 
the survey will be sent out. 

In another matter, the 
school department’s busi- 
ness manager James Mul- 
laney updated the commit- 
tee on grants the district 
receives that augment the 
school operating budget. 
He explained that Quincy 
receives about $6 million 
in annual state and fed- 
eral grants, $5.2 million of 
which are entitlement grants 
such as from the federal No 
Child Left Behind program 
that funds some special edu- 
cation programs.

Douglas Gutro, Mullaney 
explained that grants factor 
about 5 percent of the dis- 
trict’s operating budget. At 
times, Mullaney said, grants 
accounted for as high as 10 
percent of the budget. 

“Over the years, grants 
have played a much-larger 
role in our funding,” said 
Mullaney. “As time has 
gone on, it has become less 
and less, but (grants) still 
are a tremendous piece of 
our operation.” 

He noted the district’s 
operating budget has had 
to fund some positions and 
programs previously- cov- 
ered by grants. 

“As our budget has gone 
up, grant funding has gone 
down,” Miullaney - said. 
“We’ve had to absorb some 
funds in our budget for pro- 
grams we had in grants such 
as for kindergarten aides.” 

One grant the district is 
losing covers two full time 
school nurses. Mullaney 
explained that the Enhance 
School Health Grant param- 
eters have changed that will 
no longer fund nursing posi- 
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The MBTA announces 
the fare to park at Wollaston 
Station has been reduced 
from $5 to $2 effective this 
week.

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few years and they then converted the line to Budd Rail 
Diesel Cars. The shiny new stainless-steel self-propelled 
Budd cars seemed to breath new life into the Old Colony 
and ridership picked up. But the inevitable happened 
when the New Haven discontinued its Old Colony pas- 
senger service in June 1959. Today, the MBTA provides 
rail service to Wollaston with its rapid transit Red Line 
that opened in 1971.

Quincy received $1.8 million from the federal govern- 
ment in 1972, and Jeffrey Davidson, director of the Depart- 
ment of Planning, Programming and Development, says 
that he is “hopeful” that a similar sum will be forthcoming 
in 1973 despite budget cuts by President Nixon. 

But right now everything is pretty much up in the air. 

Davidson said there will be dramatic changes ahead for 
Quincy in obtaining federal funds as result of policy changes 
proposed in Washington. Quincy will, in all probability, lose 
projects such as the Quincy Point Improvement Program.

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Former Mayor McCauley Pens Autobiography 


‘FRANK: From Bootlegger To 
Bank Presidents And Beyond’ 


During his 32 years in 
public office, former Quincy 
Mayor Francis X. McCau- 
ley established a reputation 
for honesty, integrity and as- 
tute fiscal management that 
garnered the city national 
awards for financial leader- 
ship. 

So, it may surprise some 
to learn that, as one longtime 
friend observed, “Frank Mc- 
Cauley came this close to 
being nothing!” 

In his newly published 
autobiography, McCauley 
details his improbable rise 
from so-so student and aim- 
less clam digger to bank 
president and mayor of 
Quincy. In “FRANK: From 
Bootlegger to Bank Presi- 
dent and Beyond,” McCau- 
ley pulls no punches in re- 
counting the missteps, bad 
decisions and lack of ambi- 
tion that hampered his prog- 
ress early in life. 

“If I have been hard on 
anyone in these pages, it 
is on myself,” McCauley, 
89, writes in the author’s 
‘message, “in the hope that 
someone may learn from the 
mistakes of my youth and 
be encouraged to do more 
with their life than perhaps 
they think they are capable 
of achieving.”

“If there were 
ever: living proof of that 
statement, I am it.”

_ Today’s recipe is for a scrumptious des- 
sert made by niece, Ann, who whipped this 
up recently and it has two of my favorite 
ingredients - chocolate and fresh whipped 
cream. Although it is sometimes called a 
pie it is baked in a large baking dish and cut 
into squares. 


Pre-heat oven to 350 degrees 


Prepare a 10 x 14 baking pan — Grease 
with butter 


Recipe: 
For the Crust: 


1 box of Graham Crackers 

2 sticks of butter plus two tablespoons, 
melted 

2/3 cups granulated sugar 


2 large boxes of chocolate pudding 
1 large container of whipping cream 
% cup confectionery sugar 


Place graham crackers in a food proces- 
sor and run until all crackers are crumbs. 
If you don’t have a food processor you 
can place the crackers in a sealable plastic 
freezer bag and use a rolling pin to crush

them until fine. 


Once crushed, place in a large mixing 
bowl and add 2/3 cups of sugar, melted but- 
ter and blend well. Lightly grease with but- 
ter a 10 x 14 baking pan and spoon and pat 
down the crumbs covering the entire pan 
bottom and sides and bake at 350 degrees 
for 10 minutes. 

Remove from oven and let cool about 30 
minutes. 

Prepare the two boxes of pudding ac- 
cording to directions and pour over the gra- 
ham cracker crumbs. 

Let cool for about 15 minutes and move 
to refrigerator (you may want to cover glass 
refrigerator shelves with oven mitts or dish 
towels before placing pan with hot pudding 
inside.) 

Once cooled (I usually cool overnight) 
prepare whipped cream by adding 4 cup 
confectionery sugar to entire container of 
cream. Whip cream until.it forms peaks. 
Spread over cooled pudding. 

Cut into squares and serve. Keep refrig- 
erated when storing 


Optional: Instead of two large boxes 
of chocolate pudding you can use one large 
box of chocolate pudding and one large box 
of vanilla pudding.

1 can (28 ounces) whole plum toma- 
toes, undrained.

1 large sweet onion, chopped, 1 me- 
dium green pepper chopped 

1 can (8 ounces) tomato sauce (I like

1 stalk celery, chopped 

2 tablespoons apple cider vinegar 

1 tablespoon coconut sugar 

1 teaspoon dried oregano, thyme and 
sea salt, 4% teaspoon pepper 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 small head cabbage, thinly sliced 
(about 6 cups)(you can even buy cole 
slaw mix with just the cabbage) 


Cook beef, pepper, celery and onion 
over medium-high heat about 10 minutes or 
so. Add garlic, and stir in tomato sauce,.vin- 
egar, brown sugar, seasonings, CHOPPED 
tomatoes and reserved liquid. Add cabbage 
and cook, covered, 5 minutes then take cov- 
er off and cook until cabbage is done (about 
10 or 15 minutes).

Chronic traumatic en- 
cephalopathy (CTE) is a 
brain condition linked to 
repeated blows to the head.

Possible signs of CTE 
are problems with thinking 
and memory, personality 
changes, and deviations in 
behavior including aggres- 
sion and depression. People 
may not experience signs of 
CTE until years after brain 
injuries transpire. A defini- 
tive diagnosis of CTE can 
only be made after. death, 
when an autopsy can dis- 
close whether the recog- 
nized brain changes of CTE 
are present. 

Causes 

When analyzing avail- 
able studies data indicates 
that the greatest risk factor 
for developing CTE con- 
nected brain changes is re- 
petitive brain trauma or re- 
peated, forceful blows to the 
head, such as those that may 


occur playing contact sports 
that may not however, indi- 
vidually, cause symptoms. 

Most documented cases 
have occurred in athletes 
involved in contact sports 
such as boxing, Ameri- 
can football, wrestling, ice 
hockey, rugby and soccer. 
Other risk factors include” 
being in the military, prior 
domestic violence, and re- 
peated banging of the head. 
The exact amount of trauma 
required for the condition to 
occur is unknown. 

Concussion 

A concussion also known 
as, mild traumatic brain in- 
jury, either doesn’t render 
you unconscious. or you 
become unconscious for 30 
minutes or less. Short-term 
symptoms often appear at 
the time of the injury, but 
also can progress days or 
weeks later. 

Traumatic brain injuries 
also can be categorized as 
moderate or severe, contin- 
gent on symptoms and the 
length of time of uncon- 
sciousness that the brain in- 


jury resulted in. 
Symptoms & Treatments 

The signs of CTE may 
sometimes be similar to 
those of other conditions 
that involve substantial loss 
of brain cells, including Al- 
zheimer’s disease and Par- 
kinson’s disease. Possible 
general signs include: 

* Memory loss 

¢ Confusion 

¢ Personality changes in- 
cluding depression and sui- 
cidal thought. 

¢ Erratic .behavior (in- 
cluding aggression) 

¢ Problems paying atten- 
tion and organizing thoughts 

* Difficulty with balance 
and motor skills 

More specifically, symp- 
toms of CTE occur in four- 
stages, commonly appear- 
ing eight to ten years after 
an athlete experiences. re- 
petitive mild traumatic brain 
injuries. 

First-stage symptoms in- 
clude: 

* attention deficit hyper- 
activity disorder 

* confusion 


* disorientation 

* dizziness 

* headaches 

Second-stage symptoms 
include: 

* memory loss 

* social instability 

* impulsive behavior 

* poor judgment 

Third and fourth stages 
include: 

* progressive dementia 

* movement disorders 

¢ hypomimia (reduced 
degree of facial expression) 

* speech impediments 

* sensory processing dis- 
order 

* tremors 

* vertigo 

¢ deafness 

* depression 

* suicidality 

Additional symptoms in- 
clude dysarthria (speech dis- 
order), dysphagia (difficulty 
swallowing), cognitive dis- 
orders such as amnesia, and 
ocular abnormalities, such 
as ptosis (drooping eyelids). 
Patients with CTE may be 
prone tO inappropriate or 
explosive behavior and may

display pathological jealou- 
sy or paranoia. 

Like Alzheimer’s demen- 
tia, CTE is distinguished by 
tangles of an abnormal form 
of the protein in the brain. 
It is not clear how the brain 
changes that associated with 
CTE are related to cognitive 
or behavioral dysfunction. 

There’s no evidence that 
a single concussion increas- 
es CTE risk, and not every- 
one with a history of recur- 
ring concussions will go on 
to develop CTE. Research- 
ers strongly suspect that 
CTE is most likely to occur 
following. a large number 
of traumatic brain injuries 
— even without loss of con- 
sciousness, a small number 
of more severe traumatic 
brain injuries, or some other 
pattern of head frauma. 

There is evidence link- 
ing moderate and severe 
traumatic brain injuries to 
a greater risk of developing 
other brain conditions, such 
as Alzheimer’s disease. 

Diagnosis 

Currently, there are no 
tests available to diagnose if 
someone has CTE. Because 
CTE is a comparatively new 
health issue, formal clinical 
guidelines for diagnosing 
and managing CTE have not 
been established. A defini- 
tive diagnosis can only be 
‘made through an autopsy 
after death. However, when 
CTE is suspected, a detailed 
medical history, mental sta- 
tus testing, neurological 
exams, brain imaging and 
additional diagnostic tests

may be employed to rule out 
other conceivable causes. 
Treatment 

Presently, there is no 
treatment and no cure for 
CTE. The only known way 
to prevent it is to avoid re- 
peated head injuries. Those 
with potential signs of CTE 
may benefit from some of 
the similar types of care 
provided for people with 
Alzheimer’s disease and 
other types of dementia, for 
example the initiation of be- 
havioral therapy approaches 
utilized to deal with aggres- 
sive behavior. 

Being a caregiver for 
someone with CTE is not 
unlike being a. caregiver 
for those with dementia 
and can be exhausting and 
overwhelming. Those who 
are caring for someone with 
signs of CTE may find it 
beneficial to know -what to 
expect as this condition pro- 
gresses. and from having a 
support network in place.

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Sporadic Heat, Better Gas Mileage 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England's Car Doctor 


I have a 2010 Jeep Grand Cherokee. It has been a 
pretty good vehicle and at this point I keep it for winter 
travel and trips to the beach in the summer. I have a new 
Honda Accord for long distance trips. Here is the prob- 
lem: the heat suddenly stopped working. The heater was 
blowing cold air and wouldn’t heat up at all. I swapped 
cars and drove the new Honda, the next time I used the 
Jeep, the same problem, no heat. I took it to my local 
mechanic and lifted the hood and checked everything 
but didn’t see anything “mechanically wrong” with it. 
Strangely, when I headed back home the heat worked 
great. I have a couple of ski trips planned and fear that 
I bring it to a Jeep specialist since it must be an electrical 
issue. Do you agree? 

The heater valve is a quick check and is easily verified 
if it works or not. The blend-door control is.a little trickier 
to check. It is possible the blend door was simply stuck and 
the bang of closing the hood allowed it to move and work. 
Try cycling the heat on and off and see if it goes from hot to 
cold. If it seems to operate normally, go skiing. If the heat 
stops working at least you will be dressed for the cold. 

I bought cheap a 2010 Chevrolet Malibu in Florida; 
the car is really clean but like every Florida car I looked 
at it has 200,000 miles on it. Here is the problem: some- 
times when I start the car it sounds like a rapid grinding 
banging noise. I took it to my local shop and they re- 
placed the starter. The car is much better but from time 
to time it makes the same noise. What could be wrong? 

Judging by your description the starter drive gear is not 
properly meshing with the engine’s ring gear/flywheel. I 
would start with removing the starter and inspecting the ring 
gear. The longer the starter was grinding the more likely it 
could damage the engine’s flywheel/ring gear. If the ring 
gear is damaged it will be an expensive repair. The labor 
alone will take about seven hours. 

l inherited my grandmother’s 1991 Pontiac 6000, The 
car has a 3.1-liter six-cylinder engine and the car only 
has 54,000 original miles on it. In the glove box I found 
the original window sticker and it says the fuel economy 
should be 19 miles per gallon in the city and 30 miles per 
gallon on the highway on regular 87 octane gas. I’m only 
getting about 15/25 miles per gallon but need to use pre- 
mium fuel to keep the car from pinging. I love the car, it

is comfortable, and it reminds me of my grandparents, 
but I don’t like spending 50 cents more per gallon for 
gas. 
Some basic items need to be checked first, including en- 
gine timing, sensors, exhaust gas recirculation (EGR) valve 


_and engine temperature. If everything looks okay, then the 


problem is most likely carbon built up in the combustion 
chambers of the engine. This buildup of carbon, raises the 
engine compression, effects how the fuel burns and can 
cause pinging. Find a shop that has a carbon-clean machine, 
this will remove carbon from the combustion chamber and 
back of the valves. 

~ [ have seen you answer this question before, but my 
husband won’t listen to me — maybe he will to you. We 
have a Toyota Camry and whenever possible he shifts to 
neutral to coast, claiming it saves on gas. He calls this 
hypermiling. During a one-hour trip he may shift into 
neutral 10 times. In addition to driving me crazy is this 
damaging the car, and does it really save gas? 

In my opinion any slight savings in fuel economy would 
be lost in wear and tear to the transmission. In fact, some 
states such as Michigan, Texas and New Jersey have laws 
that state an operator moving on a downgrade may not coast 
with the gears or transmission of the vehicle in neutral. This 
coasting downhill in some circles is considered a “Georgia- 
overdrive.”My feeling is, you should never trade safety for 
fuel economy.

Savings Account Funds 
While On Medicare

Dear Rusty: My understanding is that once I’m on Medi- 
care the HSA cannot be used. I have prescriptions that cost 
more with the Medicare Insurance than paying cash, so why 
can’t I use the HSA to pay for these types of prescriptions 
and for DME with prescriptions? Signed: Wanting to Know 

Dear Wanting: The “HSA” (Health Savings Account) is 
an excellent vehicle to save money tax-free to use for pay- 
ing medical expenses not covered by other types of health- 
care insurance, but the rules surrounding -HSAs are often 
confusing. .To be eligible for an HSA, your main healthcare 
coverage must be (or have been) a high-deductible plan 
which exposes you to significant healthcare expenses, you 
must pay “out of pocket.” While you are working the HSA 


~ provides a savings account that you (and your employer) 


can contribute pre-tax dollars to, up to certain annual limits 
($3,500 if you’re single and $7,000 for a family, in 2019). 
The money contributed reduces your taxable income and 
thus your tax burden, and money withdrawn from your HSA 
account to pay medical expenses is not considered taxable 
income. Certainly, a win-win situation, but there are some 
restrictions that you need to be aware of: First, you and your 


“employer must stop making HSA contributions 6 months 


prior to your date of application for Medicare Part A (hos- 
pitalization coverage). Enrollment in Part A is automatic if 
you are 65 when you apply for Social Security, because you 
cannot receive Social Security benefits without taking Part 
A if you are 65. Any HSA contributions made after the cut- 
off may be subject to tax penalties and they will not be con- 
sidered pre-tax contributions (this applies to contributions 
from both you and your employer). But although you can 
no longer contribute to your HSA 6 months before applying 
for Part A, you can still use the money which has accumu- 
lated in your HSA to pay medical expenses for you and your 
spouse after you have enrolled in Medicare. A medicine or 
drug is a qualified medical expense for HSA purposes only © 
if the medicine or drug requires a prescription or is avail- 
able without a prescription (an over-the-counter medicine or 
drug) and you get a prescription for it or is insulin. 

If you have prescriptions or expenses for durable medi- 
cal equipment (DME), the cost associated with the purchase 
or rental of DME which is prescribed by a medical prac- 
titioner to alleviate or treat a specific medical condition is 
a qualified HSA expense. If it costs less to pay cash, you 
can use the accumulated funds in your HSA account to pay 
those expenses, rather than using Medicare or a Medicare 
Advantage plan. And as an extra bonus, you can even get 
reimbursed for your Medicare Part B (and D) premiums us- 
ing funds which accumulated in your HSA account while 
you were working and contributing to it.

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"Good news! Based on DNA from a flashlight left behind 
at one of the house breaks, our Detective Division was able 
to determine the identity of a suspect, a man from Roxbury 
who recently got out of jail prior to the housebreaks.

One of the biggest deterrents was community involve- 
ment. Tips from residents came in daily and were quickly 
followed up. Officers from various Detective Divisions, the 
Patrol Division, the Anti-Crime Unit, Community Police, 
Special Operations, Homeland Security/Marine Division, 
the K-9 Unit, and the Traffic Division went undercover.

Sales, Mortgage Lending Down In January In Norfolk County 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reports 
an across-the-board decline 
in real estate activity for 
Norfolk County in January 
2019. Declines were seen in 
. both real estate sales and in 

mortgage lending. 

“During the month of 
January, a total of 1,141 res- 
idential and commercial real 
estate sales were recorded 
countywide, resulting in a 7 
percent drop from the previ- 

~ ous January numbers. Addi- 
tionally, the total dollar vol- 
ume of these residential and 
commercial sales decreased 
by 42 percent to $433.7 
million year over year, as 
well as declined in the av- 
erage sale price by 39% to 
$662,165. 

The reductions in total 
sales numbers and average 
sales price were skewed by 
two Quincy commercial 
sales, one for $80 million 
and the other for $43 million 
that took place in January 
2018,” O’Donnell noted. 

Lending activity contin- 
ued to experience declines 
in January. A total of 1,463 
mortgages were filed in 
January, a 21 percent reduc- 
tion from the previous year, 
along with a 54 percent de- 
cline to $653.9 million for 
total mortgage recordings. 

“Norfolk County home- 
Owners continue to be very 
cautious when contemplat- 
ing whether or not to borrow 
money,” O’Donnell said. 
“Factors include decreased 
mortgage activity caused by 
lack of available real estate 
inventory, concern about the 
direction of mortgage rates 
and the uncertainty about 
the state of affairs in Wash- 
ington D.C.” 

One notable bright spot 


was the sizeable reduction 
in Norfolk County foreclo- 
sure activity. Foreclosure 
deed recordings fell 33 per- 
cent-for January. The news 
was even better for Notice 
to Foreclose Mortgages fil- 
ings, the first step in the 
foreclosure process, which 
declined by a whopping 43 
percent. 

“The foreclosure stats 
were very encouraging for 
January,” O’Donnell said. 
“Of course, this is small 
consolation to those home- 
owners who are having diffi- 
culty paying their mortgage 
due to economic hardship.” 

The Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds contin- 
ues to partner with Quincy 
Community Action Pro- 
grams, 617-479-8181 x376, 
and NeighborWorks South- 
er Mass, 508-587-0950. 
They are available to help 
anyone who has received a 
Notice to Foreclose Mort- 
gage from a lender. A third 
option is to contact the 
Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Consumer Advo- 
cacy and Response Division 
(CARD) at 617-727-8400. 

Each of these programs 
is staffed by knowledge- 
able professionals. Anyone 
who has received a foreclo- 
sure notice should consider 
availing themselves of these 
excellent programs. 

On the consumer protec- 
tion front, the number of 
Homestead recordings fell 4 
percent in January from 757 
compared to 791 year over 
year. 

“A Homestead,” said 
O’Donnell, “provides lim- 
ited protection against the 
forced sale of an individ- 
ual’s primary residence to 
satisfy unsecured debt up to 


$500,000. I urge homeown- 
ers who have not recorded a 
Homestead to consider this 
valuable consumer protec- 
tion tool.” 

In conclusion, O’ Donnell 
said: 

“Without question Janu- 
ary -was a_ disappointing 
month for real esfate activ- 
ity in Norfolk County. Tra- 
ditionally, winter months 
like January do not exhibit 


great real estate numbers. 
However, lack of available 
inventory continues to be a 
serious issue. This shortage 
of housing stock is espe- 
cially impacting first-time 
home buyers. While ~- the 
Federal Reserve has indicat- 
ed a willingness to reduce 
the number of interest rate 
increases, consumers are 
still being cautious when it 
comes to borrowing money. 


Hopefully, we. will see im- 
provements in the real estate 
climate going forward.”

I don’t remember him say- 
ing a bad word about any- 
one or anyone saying a bad 
word about him.

“It’s tragic but it wasn’t 
an accident; something hap- 
pened and I hope they can 
find the justice that they de- 
serve.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch and 
several local clergy spoke at 
the vigil. They remembered 
Chris as a great father and 
husband and a peacemaker 
as well as all the good that 
he did during his life. 

“We gather at this vigil 
to honor Chris for being 
the great father and hus- 
band and peacemaker that 
he was,” said Pastor Doug 


Gray from the First Church 
of Squantum. “We are here 
to remember the good he 
has done. 

“We are also here to rec- 
ognize the awful dark thing 
that has happened in the 
community and determine 
together that they will seek 
healing and haope,” 
Gray said.

Koch again offered his_ 


deepest sympathies and 
condolences to the McCal- 
lum family whom he has 
known for many years. 

“They are one of those 
great families that make this 
city what it is. Chris was so 
proud of his years at NQHS 
and what an impact he made 
on his peers and everyone 
he came in contact with,” 
the mayor said. 

“What happened is not 
what Quincy is about at all,” 
Koch continued. “I know we 
are all feeling the grief with 
the loss of Chris, we cannot 
compare that feeling with 
what his wife and children, 
his parents and siblings, are 
going through. Let us keep 
them in our thoughts and 
prayers in the coming days. 

“As mayor, I would en- 
courage anyone out there 
that may know something 
about the case to please call 
either the Quincy or State 
Police and share what infor- 
mation you may have. 


“But I’d ask you more 
importantly to pray for heal- 
ing in our community, pray 
for the McCallum family 
and I know I speak for all 
of you when I say we are 
here for them in any way for 
anytime we’ve had a crisis 
or challenges in our com- 
munity in our city people 
come together time and time 
again. 

“It doesn’t matter what 
your faith is, it doesn’t mat- 
ter what your ethnicity is, 
we are all part of the same 
human family. Each of us 
created by the God that 
loves us. 

Michael Fehan, pastor 
of the Evangelical Church 
of the Atlantic, asked those 
attending the vigil to come 
together so that light can 
overcome darkness, so that 


justice can prevail. 


“The world can be a dark 
place and we’re living in the 
midst of it right now.

Namesake Furniture --- 
Famous politicians, gener- 
ous donors, entertainment 
and sports stars, and mili- 
tary heroes are honored 
by having their names on 
statues, buildings, bridges, 
streets, parks and even 
rooms. But famous furni- 
ture designers and archi- 
tects are more often given 
lasting fame when a chair, 
desk or style is given their 
name. Some names used 
today are hundreds of 
years old. 
There is the American 
Hitchcock chair, a paint- 
ed wooden chair with a 
curved top, carved back 
slats and legs that are con- 
tinuations of the back’s 
uprights. It was named 
for Lambert Hitchcock 
(1795-1852). Even older 
is Chippendale furniture, 
named for Thomas Chip- 
pendale (1718-1779), an 
English cabinetmaker who 
published a book ‘that pic- 
tured his designs. Some 
collectors of early photo- 
graphs buy daguerreotypes 
without knowing they are 
named for Louis Daguerre 
(1787-1851), who, in about 
1839, invented the first 
photographic pictures. 
A 20th-century reproduc- 
tion of a Carlton House 
desk sold recently at a 
Cowan auction for $660. 
The original desk looked 
like a table with a horse- 
shoe-shaped top section 
made to fit on top of the 
table. It was ordered by 
the Prince of Wales in 
about 1783 and designed 
by George Hepplewhite. 
The desk, named for a fa- 
vored palace, was a gift for 
a member of the Prince’s 
entourage living at Carlton 
House, a London pala 
that. was demolished in 
1825 after the Prince be- 
came King George IV. The 
building was replaced with 
Carlton House terrace. An 
early 19th-century Carlton 
House desk sells today for 
$6,000 to $10,000.

Q: I looked at many Hall 
teapots online and have 
been unable to find a 
teapot like mine. It’s an 
Airflow, black with a gold 
spout, and what looks like 
a gold Chinese design. 
The number is 0450S, 
and it says it’s 8-cup. Is 
this a knockoff? 

A: ‘From 1938 through 
1941, the Hall China Com- 
pany of East Liverpool, 
Ohio, produced whimsical 
teapots in- unique shapes 
that are sought after by col- 
lectors today. The Airflow 
teapot was one of these. It 
was first released in 1940, 
and its round shape and 
swooping handle hint of 
the beginning of Atomic 
Age design. The Airflow, 
like other Hall teapots, was 
made in many colors and 
sold either plain or deco- 
rated. Some, like yours, 
had Hall’s Standard Gold 
trim. In 1984, Hall rein- 
troduced the Airflow and 
some other teapots. The 
reproduction teapots have 
the company’s post-1969 
square -mark. “Your 8-cup 
Airflow teapot looks like 
it is from the 1940s. It is 
worth about $40:
